“Duel Is Ruinous.” 


“It is a ruinous duel from an eco- 
nomic point of view, as the blockade 
gives promise of being effective. 
Finally, it is a glorious duel, because 
the people will recover their liberties 
through self-denial. 

“The situation is serious. Reli- 
gious services have been suspended 
throughout the country, and the peo- 
ple who are profoundly Catholic are 
deeply grieved at being deprived of 
them. The days preceding the suspen- 
sion of religious services were of un- 
usual religious activity; the zeal of 
the worshippers was even greater than 
that shown at the eucharistic congress 
at Chicago. The churches remain 
open, the people visiting them in large 
numbers. 

“Another evidence of the strength 
of Catholicism in Mexico is the en- 
thusiasm awakened by the National 
League for the Defense of Religious 
Liberty. Within only a few weeks the 
adherence of the entire country has 
been secured by an economic blockade, 
which officially became effective Sat- 
urday, but which, in effect, has been 
going on for days. 

“The government has increased its 
rigor. Many have been arrested for 
distributing leaflets which are not 
seditious. On the other hand, all 
sorts of anti-Catholic propaganda is 
being circulated. 

Seeking to Deceive. 

“A national league for the defense 
of liberty of conscience has been or- 
ganized and is craftily attacking the 
movement of the league for religious 
liberty, seeking to deceive Catholics 
by the similarity of its name and the 
name of the other league. 

“The regional confederation of la- 
bor’s demonstration today was abso- 
lutely unpopular. All the members of 
that organization, a, good many of 
them Catholics, were forced to nar- 


| ticipate under threat of dismissal, with 


the loss of salaries and the difficulty 
of getting work in the future. 

“Similar pressure was exerted upon 
government employees. 

“Notwithstanding, many individuals, 
even entire unions, refused to at- 
tend, and a large group of confed- 
eration members signed a manifesto 
openly opposing the anti-religious 
work of their leaders. The confeder- 
ation says 50,000 attended, but scarce- 
ly 10,000 or 15,000 participated, 

“An evidence of the unpépularity of 
the demonstration was the lack of 
spectators and the little echo awaken- 
ed among them by the expressions of 
some of the paraders. It is lamen- 
table that some of the banners insulted 
the pope, the church, clergy and re- 
ligious societies, such as the Knights 
of Columbus.” 


NINE HELD IN PLOT.

Mexico City, August 1.—A guard 
instructed to “‘act first and talk latér”’ 
surrounds President Calles following 
discovery of a plot against his life. 

Nine persons are in jail in connec- 
tion with the plot. All who approach 
President Calles are watched closely 
and orders given the presidential 
guards demand that no chances be 
taken on an attempt against the chief 
executive, according to the newspaper 
Excelsior.

CATHOLICS DENOUNCED

New York, August 1.—()—Presi- 
dent Calles, of Mexico, in a copyright- 
ed statement published today in the 
New York Times, denounced “the re- 
bellious attitude” of the heads of the 
Roman Catholic church in Mexico and 
affirmed that his government was 
merely upholding its civil rights. 

Replying to the pastoral letter is- 
sued by the Mexican episcopacy July 
25, in which the government was 
charged with making it impossible for 
the church to continue many of its re- 
ligious functions, President Calles de- 
nied any intent at suppression except 
in the case of illicit acts remote from 
all that pertains to the spiritual. 

The clergy, he charged, “try to in- 
vade and do invade the spheres of pol- 
ities and government and provoke 
movement of disorder and incite Se 
eretly or openly to rebellion.” : 

The opposition of the Mexican epis- 
copacy to the regulations forbidding 
priests to criticize the government, 
the president declared, “indicates that 
they are taking advantage or wish to 
incite the ignoring of the laws or 
to spread propaganda against the 
government or, in general, for pur- 
poses that are not of a religious but 
of a political nature.” ° 


HUNDREDS OF NUNS 
FLOCK OVER BORDER. 

San Antonio, Texas, August. 1.— 
Hundreds of nuns, driven out of Mexi- 
co by that country’s new religious 
regulations, are flocking across the in- 
ternational border south of here. 

Laredo, Brownsville and El Paso 
report many of the nuns are arriving 
in. disguise to prevent their being 
stopped before crossing the Rio 
Grande river. All of them carry boxes 
containing their personal belongings. 

Housing facilities for the religious 
refugees are being provided here, 
where most of them probably will 
end their journeys. Catholic officials 
have ordered all parochial schools pre- 
pare to receive them. 

A check-up Sunday night showed 
that 500 nuns were already here from 
Mexico and that several hundred more 
were en route from villages nlong the 
border. All of them are believed to 
havé crossed the boundary before the 
“vero” hour when the Mexican regu- 
lations became effective.

Indications point to a corn crop 
probably somewhat below last year’s, 
and below average, the department's 
experts reported in their August. re- 
view of the agricultural situation. The 
same is true of hay and oats. The 
total wheat crop also apojarently is 
below average, even potatoes, con- 
trary to all the predictions of over- 
production, were increased only 2 per 
cent in acreage this season, and must 
do very well to make an average to- 
tal crop. Latest forecasts on cotton, 
however, indicate a crop of more than 
15,000,000 bales, which might make 
supplies burdensome.

Dairymen from various sections of the 
country frequently come to Sanders- 
ville to visit this dairy and see the 
seventh highest butter fat producing 
Guernsey cow in the world and many 
other pedigreed animals. 

Rawlings had made several 
trips to Europe and studied surgery 
in Germany and other European coun- 
tries. He had taken post-graduate 
courses at Johns Hopkins, of «which 
he was a graduate; held clinics at 
Mayo Brothers at Rochester, Minn., 
and the Polytechnic hospital in Uew 
York City. 

Twenty-five years ago he purchased 
a lot in the business section of this 
city and erected a nurses’ home to 
be uséd in connection with his sani- 
tarium. Later he bought the three- 
story Julia hotel building and con- 
verted it into a sanitarium and which 
is in use today. This institution has 
125 beds and is said to be one of the 
largest private hospitals in the south. 

Dr. Rawlings was a member of the

Paul Revere Reproductions 
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St. Francis of Assisi 
Is Honored By Italy 
On 700th Anniversary 


Assisi, Italy, August 1.—()—From 
king to the lowliest peasant, all Italy 


joined today in ceremonies marking 
the opening of the observance of the 
700th anniversary of the death of St. 
Francis of Assisi. 

King Victor Emmanuel was the 
central figure in the Tuscan celebra- 
tion at the famous monastery of 
Verna, where St. Francis lived. He 
was accompanied by Cardinal Mis- 
trangelo, archbishop of Florence, and 
Professor Fedele, fascist minister of 
public instruction. 

The cardinal expressed gratification 
over what the Italian government had 
done to restore the Franciscan 
churches and monuments in Assisi to 
their original beauty and in building 
n road leading to the monastery in 
Verna, among other things. 

The celebration assumed its most 
imposing character here. Before the 
tomb of the great saint all bishops of 
Umbria gathered around Mgr. Luddi, 
bishop of Assisi, while the faithful 
oured in from all parts of the world. 
Some came by train, others by auto- 
mobile, but many, like the ancient 
pilgrims, journeyed on foot carrying 
offerings and holy images. 


St. Francis of Assisi was essentiall¥ 
a preacher of the brotherhood of men 
and the ideal of service. He was 
born in 1182, the son of a merchant 
in Assisi, and his conversion came 
after a severe illness. Then he freed 
himself of his possessions, and, with 
a group of followers, devoted himself 
to serving his fellowmen. Later in 


life there came to him the vision of 
Christ, and he wrote his great hymn 
to the sun when blindness had over- 
taken him. 

After St. Francis’ death, in 1226, 
one of his followers used his influ- 
ence to bring about the building of 
the magnificent church and monas- 
tery of St. Francis of Assisi. 


COMMERCIAL AIR

/ON LIFE OF JEWS. 

Israel Zangwill, who was perhaps 
the greatest contemporaneous commen- 
Itator on Jewish life, being an ardent 
Zionist and founder of the internation- 
al Jewish territorial organization, 
made his literary reputation with a 
novel—"“The Children of the Ghetto,” 
in 1892. He was the author of many 
Jewish plays, some of which were 
produced in New York in English 
and Jewish, 

Zangwill was born in London, Feb- 
ruary 14, 1864, spending his early 
childhood and school days in Bristol 
and Plymouth, After entering the 
profession of teaching at Spitalfields, 
he deserted it for journalism, subse- 
quently founding and editing the lit- 
erary journal, Ariel, and The London 
Puck. 

Long before the establishment of 
a Jewish homeland in Palestine, Zang- 
will had made several efforts to cre- 
ate settlements abroad for his race 
suffering from persecution under the 
czarist regime in Russia. 

Zangwill visited the United States 
in 1904, 1908 and 1923. During his 
last stay he created a heated contro- 
versy over the political.status of Zion- 
ism. He declared any movement to 
make the Zionist question a political 
one was hopeless. 

The Jewish man of letters was an 
early champion of woman suffrage. 
In the great war, he appealed to all 
Jews to support the allies and urged 
the formation of a Jewish foreign 
legion to fight against the central 
powers.
